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‘Fair funding’ for Vale 
pupils demanded 


THE Leader of the Vale Council 
and chair of the Schools Budget 
Forum have jointly written to 
Cabinet Secretary for Education, 
Kirsty Williams, and all parents 
in the Vale setting out their 
concerns over the chronic 
underfunding of education in the 
county. 

The level of funding allocated per 
pupil within the Vale is the lowest in 
Wales. 

In the letter, which is signed by 
executive headteacher and Forum chair 
Dr Vince Browne and Cllr John Thomas, 
they highlight to parents that the Vale 
receives £606 less per pupil than the 
Welsh average and £1,360 less per pupil 
than the highest-funded local authority. 

Cllr Thomas said: “We have some of 
the best schools and most able and 
enthusiastic teaching and support staff in 
Wales working here in the Vale, but their 
work is being undermined by a flawed 
funding system. 

“The level of funding that each local 


authority receives is determined by a 
formula designed by Welsh Government. 

While it may have once been effective, 
this formula has not been reviewed for 17 
years and relies on data gathered in the 
1991 census. 

“It simply beggars belief that the 
funding of possibly the most important 
area of our work is determined by data 
that is almost 30 years old. 

“I have raised concerns about this 
directly with Welsh Government on 
numerous occasions. The responses I 
have received have given me absolutely 
no confidence in the methodology used to 
distribute education funding across 
Wales. Perhaps more worryingly, they 
have also shown a complete 
unwillingness to reconsider their 
approach or to address any of the clear 
flaws that have been raised. 

“It is because of this refusal to even 
consider alternatives that I felt there was 
no option but to share with the parents of 
the pupils whose education the Council is 
responsible for my opinion that their 
education is being held back by the use of 
an outdated and flawed Welsh 
Government formula.” 

Dr Browne said: “I have 
been a member of the Vale 
Budget Forum Group for 
many years and have 
witnessed year after year 
students in the Local 
Authority receiving the 
lowest level of funding of any 
students across Wales. 

“I have also witnessed the 
gap in funding between 
students in the Vale and other 
students across Wales 
growing. I believe that there is 
clear evidence that the 
funding methodology 


employed by the Welsh Government 
disadvantages the education of pupils in 
the Vale and is flawed and out of date. 

“The Welsh Government states that the 
principles by which they allocate funding 
are equity, stability, clarity and relevance. 
I am calling for a review of the formula to 
ensure that it meets these stated principles 
in order to ensure that all students across 
Wales are treated equitably.” 

Due to reductions in the funding 
received from Welsh Government, the 
Vale Council’s budgeted expenditure per 
pupil in 2017/18 is at the same level it 
was in 2012/13. This is despite the 
authority channelling £3 million above 
the 2017/18 Welsh Government 
Indicative Spending level into schools 
funding in the current financial year. 

Spending on education represents 45 
per cent of the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council’s overall budget. 

A Welsh Government spokesperson 
said: “Despite years of austerity from the 
UK Government, not a single Welsh local 
authority faces a reduction of more than 
0.5 per cent in their core funding next 
year. This is in stark contrast to Local 
Government budgets in England which 
have been slashed by 12 per cent since 
2011. 

“Delivering the best education for 
every child in Wales is a key priority for 
this Welsh Government. Across Welsh 
Government we have taken action to 
prioritise funding to the Local 
Government Settlement to ensure 
resources go straight to the front line to 
support schools. 

“School funding is the responsibility of 
local councils - we expect them to deliver 
our shared aim of high quality education 
for every child and set budgets at a level 
which gives every school the resources 
needed to reflect this priority.”

Incinerator "putting 
profit before people’ 


I N the early stages of the application 
for a permit for the incinerator, the 
applicant disclosed a projection of the 
18th worst example (known as a plume) 
of pollution landing on part of Barry 
from its stack. 

This showed a concentration of pollution at the 
Buttrills, then north west across the hospital, Welsh 
school and boys’ comprehensive school. Natural 
Resources Wales and their officers are happy with 
that. 

DIAG tried to obtain the 17 worse examples and 
were told by an NRW officer that they would 
provide them. We are still waiting. NRW decided 
to carry out its own air quality analysis. They will 
not show what this proves. 

There seems to be a rush to allow this incinerator 
to operate. If the science was good, you would 
think we would be swamped with data to prove the 
case. 

The reality is that our government wants to keep 


all this information from the people. The problem 
for the Welsh Government is that the information is 
likely to demonstrate that worse plumes might take 
place, polluting air across densely populated areas 
including schools and affecting those with chest 
complaints. More worrying is how it will affect the 
young with developing lungs. 

If the Welsh Government had any real interest in 
the health of people in Barry they would have 
wanted to have all the information to pass on to 
Public Health Wales (PHW) so they could give 
informed advice on the way residents, workers and 
visitors to Barry might be affected by the 
incinerator. 

That advice might have ensured the 
environmental permit was not granted due to the 
impact on our health. 

Best practice should be to listen to the mounting 
evidence world wide of damage to public health 
and safety, and apply the ‘precautionary principle’ 
and put people before profit.

The time has come to

However, over the last year. Biomass UK No 2 
released reams and reams of confusing 
documentation; NRW refused to make that 
information any more legible and agencies 
struggled to scrutinise it in any meaningful way. 

Barry townspeople have been proving why the 
incinerator is not a done deal. We have 
demonstrated in unprecedented numbers and 
turned up the political pressure. 

We have picked apart the documentation and 
found its many weaknesses. We have drawn the 
licensing process out by 12 months. 


Now it is time for a new period of action, not 
focused on faceless bureaucrats this time, but 
people accountable to us. It is time for people to 
contact their councillors demanding that: 

1. They instruct their planning officers to issue 
a Stop Order to any ‘testing’ done on site as 
planning conditions have not been discharged. 

2. An Environmental Impact Assessment is 
done in conjunction with outstanding planning 
issues at the site. An EIA is needed prior to final 
operating consent. 

Many prospective councillors were vocal about 
their anti-incinerator credentials at election time. 
Their time has come to act.

No company would proceed with full 
construction of its plant, even as consultations 
were supposedly going on, unless it knew as a 
certainty that it would be able to operate. 

It is hard not to believe that the people of Barry 


have been subjected to a sham consultation. 

It is hard not to believe that the concerned 
authorities had already agreed the licence would 
be granted from the word go. 

An impartial external investigation is 
absolutely necessary into NRW and related 
authorities if we are to have any future faith in 
their decisions.

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Biomass plant 
'not a monster’ 


1 HAVE worked 
on many bio¬ 
mass projects 
throughout the UK, 
so it is with interest 
that I have read the 
objections to the 
Barry incinerator. 

May I point out that it 
is a gasifier, and its fuel 
is wood waste, not wood 
chip (as in kitchen units) 
or plastic, or household 
waste. 

It does not incinerate 
the wood, but heats it to 
a temperature in excess 
of 700°C. The result is a 
gas called syngas, which 
is used to fire a boiler 
and produce superheated 
steam, which in turn 
drives a turbine 
generator to produce 
electricity. 

The high temperatures 
involved with heating 
the wood removes 
pollutants, such as 
chloride and potassium, 
leaving the remaining 
emissions to be cleaned 
and monitored 24/7. 

The ash/slag left over 
from the process is 
transferred to holding 
silos and then removed 
from site by lorry to be 
used in other industries. 

This system is much 
cleaner and more 
efficient than burning 
the fuel directly. 


Although I think the 
plant could be adapted 
(at great cost and time) 
to burn biodegradable 
waste, I doubt if it 
would be granted a 
permit, due to smell and 
pest infection. 

I don’t recall ever 
seeing a letter of protest 
for Aberthaw, even 
though it has emitted 
twice the legal amounts 
of toxic nitrogen oxide 
and with a prevailing 
wind that blows these 
gases directly over 
Barry, Bristol, etc. 

Dow Corning seems 
to get bigger by the 
week; not a murmur of 
protest, the gas fired 
power station on the 
industrial complex off 
the Sully road - nothing. 

How many people in 
Barry own wood- 
burning stoves, run cars, 
vans, have gas/oil 
central heating? 

All pollute. 

Our local MP and AM 
seem to be chasing the 
populist vote by 
supporting the protest. I 
would have thought they 
would have been advised 
as to how the project 
works, and understood 
that it is not the monster 
some people make it out 
to be.

Dog owners urged to keep 
their pets under control 


WITH large numbers of families expected 
to take their pets for walks in the Welsh 
countryside during February half-term, 
rural insurer NFU Mutual is launching a 
campaign urging dog owners to keep their 
pets under control whenever farm 
animals could be nearby. 

Between January and April 2017, when pregnant 
ewes and new born lambs are often grazing on low- 
lying pasture in areas more accessible to walkers, the 
average cost of claims to NFU Mutual more than 
doubled compared to the rest of the year. 

The campaign follows data which shows that 
livestock worrying costs have increased by 67 per 
cent in the last two years (2015-2017) with an 
estimated cost to UK agriculture of £1.6m. 

The wider cost to the farming industry in Wales is 
estimated at £135,000, while the average cost of a 
claim rose by over 50 per cent to nearly £1,300. 

New research by the insurer has revealed that over 
80 per cent of dog owners exercise their pets in the 
countryside, with over 60 per cent letting them roam 
off the lead. Almost seven per cent of owners 
admitted that their pets had chased livestock in the 
past. 

NFU Mutual is advising farmers to check their 
stock regularly, put up warning signs and to ask local 
people to report any sightings of out-of-control 
dogs to a local farmer or the police. 

Tim Price, Rural Affairs Specialist at NFU 
Mutual, said: “Attacks by dogs are one of Welsh 
farmers’ worst nightmares. In addition to the 
suffering to the animals, attacks can have a severe 
financial impact. Insurance can cover the cost of

replacing stock killed and the treatment of injured 
animals, but there is a knock-on effect on farm 
profits when pregnant sheep chased by dogs lose 
lambs. 

“While attacks can be caused by dogs ranging 
from the smallest pampered pets to the largest, 
fierce-looking animals, we are hearing that large 
husky breeds are involved in a lot of the recent cases. 

“We are also getting reports that many attacks are 
being caused by dogs which have been let out in 
owners’ gardens and escaped to worry sheep in 
neighbouring fields. 

“As the insurer of nearly three-quarters of the 
UK’s farmers and many hobby farmers, we 
understand the heartbreak and huge financial loss 
that dog attacks cause.” 

Advice for dog owners: always keep dogs on the 
lead when walking them in rural areas where 
livestock are kept; even small lap dogs can attack 
farm animals. 

Report attacks by dogs and sightings of dogs 
roaming the countryside to local farmers or the 
police; familiarise puppies with farm livestock from 
a young age to reduce the risk of them attacking 
sheep or cattle as adult dogs 

Don’t let dogs loose in gardens adjoining 
livestock fields - many attacks are caused by dogs 
which escape and worry sheep grazing nearby.

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ALL THE REACTION AS 
BIOMASS TESTING BEGINS 


LAST week’s decision by Natural 
Resources Wales (NRW) to grant 
Biomass UK No 2 Ltd an environmental 
permit was greeted with fury. 

The company said it would begin testing the 
facility based at Barry docks this week, and insists 
there is no threat to local health. 

NRW had already indicated that it “was 
minded” to grant an environmental licence, but 
when the official announcement was made it still 
came as a shock to campaigners. 

NRW emphasised its decision related to the 
environmental permit and not the suitability of the 
location, which was considered by the Vale 
Council. 

It said the company had demonstrated that it 
could meet all the necessary requirements of UK, 
Welsh and European law, so it had no defensible 
grounds to refuse the permit. 

The local AM Jane Hutt said the decision was 
bitterly disappointing for the people of Barry and 
the Vale. 

“I am today calling for an ‘environmental 
impact assessment’ -1 have consistently called for 
this and the Welsh Government needs to confirm 
that this will take place. 

“I want to pay special tribute to the Docks 
Incinerator Action Group (DIAG) whose members 
have worked tirelessly to raise awareness of the 
threat posed by the incinerator which has been 
built in the middle of Barry and so close to homes, 
schools, hospitals and shops.

“The incinerator carries risks of toxic pollution, 
severe fire risk of woodchip storage, flood and 
storm surge. 

“I do not concede that the DIAG campaign is 
over and I will continue to work with its members 
and to lobby the agencies with whom we have 
already established a dialogue. I will continue to 
strongly object to the granting of this permit.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns said the Welsh 
Government had ‘overruled opinion in Barry. 

“I’m not only disappointed, but also angry, that 
NRW have taken the decision to grant the permit. 

“The Welsh Government and local AMs must be 
held to account for this dreadful decision. One of 
the first things I did when elected as an MP was to 
give evidence at the planning enquiry against the 
application for an incinerator, only for this to be 
overruled by the Welsh Government. 

“Now the Welsh Government have overruled the 
opinion of Barry residents too.” 

Plaid Cymru leader on Barry Town Council, Cllr 
Shirley Hodges, accused other political parties of 
shedding ‘crocodile tears’. 

“I am very sad that NRW have agreed the 
permit, but I’m not surprised given their cavalier 
and disinterested attitude towards the health and air 


pollution concerns raised by people who actually 
live in Barry. 

“Where is democracy when our supposed 
representatives, Alun Cairns, the Secretary of State 
for Wales, or former Welsh Government Cabinet 
Member Jane Hutt can’t stop a decision like this? 

“I’m fed up of crocodile tears from senior 
politicians. In 2015, Conservative and Labour 
party councillors voted for this outrage, with only 
Plaid Cymru voting against the planning 
application. 

“The Welsh Government, of which Jane Hutt 
was a Cabinet Member, rejected an environmental 
impact assessment at that time. 

“There is still an amendment to that planning 
application which will be discussed soon by the 
Vale’s planning committee - and another 
opportunity for the public’s voice to be heard. 

They should come along in numbers to show what 
they think of this poor decision by NRW.” 

Barry councillor Vincent Bailey told The GEM: 
“This is hugely disappointing. We don’t want it, 
we’re not confident it’s going to be safe, and the 
way the whole process has been handled is enough 
to make you lose faith in politics. 

“Time and time again we have called on the 
Welsh Labour Government to call this in because 
public concern is so high, yet it feels as though 
we've been ignored. 

“I want to pay tribute to DIAG and the efforts of 
their supporters who’ve fought this at every step of 
the way. The fight isn’t over, but it just got a whole 
lot harder.”

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‘WE WILL FIGHT OISP 
says protest group 
after biomass decision 


THE group which has 
campaigned against the 
Biomass UK No 2 Ltd plant 
at Barry docks pledged to 
fight on after Natural 
Resources Wales granted 
the company an 
environmental licence. 

NRW announced its decision to 
grant the permit on Wednesday, 
February 7. 

Last Friday, Biomass UK No 2 
Ltd, told The GEM that 
commissioning of the plant would 
start this week. 

A spokesman for the company 
explained: “Now that the 

environmental permit has been 
issued, conunissioning will start 
on February 12. 

“The commissioning process is 
to test all equipment before the 
plant can start generating energy. 

“It will take up to four months 
to complete this rigorous testing 
during the day time.” 

A Docks Incinerator Action 
Group spokesman said the town 
felt let down: “The residents of 
Barry and the Vale are shocked to 
learn of NRW’s decision to grant 
the Barry incinerator a permit to 
operate. 

“More than 10,000 Barrians 
signed a petition against the 
incinerator. 

“All of them have been 
ignored. Barry Town Council, the 
Vale Council, local Assembly 
members Jane Hutt and Andrew 
RT Davies, as well as MP Alun 


Cairns, have all expressed their 
opposition to this permit being 
granted. 

“They have been powerless to 
stop it against the power of the 
Welsh Labour Government. 

“DIAG calls on the Welsh 
Government to intervene right 
now and suspend the permit until 
all planning conditions are met 
and suitable monitoring is in 
place. 

“DIAG disputes that NRW has 
adequately scrutinised the permit 
application; we dispute that the 
public have been adequately 
consulted. 

“With substantial planning 
conditions still not finalised and 
with the health of tens of 
thousands of local children and 
residents is at stake, these issues 
must be resolved. 

“Members of the public have 
submitted responses to the 
consultation which have not been 
adequately considered. DIAG has 
done so on numerous occasions 
only to discover that important 
points have been ignored in the 
rush to grant this permit. 

“And to add insult to injury, it 
seems that NRW care more about 
a few trees in the Roath area of 
Cardiff, than they do about the 
health of 55,000 Barry residents. 

“NRW have gone to far greater 
lengths to consider and protect the 
wellbeing of the Roath trees than 
they did for the residents of Barry. 
This is totally unacceptable.” 

The spokesman added: “This is 
by no means the end of the line - 


the people of the Barry will not 
accept this discrimination any 
longer. Biomass UK No.2 Ltd 
picked the wrong town to put this 
incinerator!” 

NRW said Biomass UK No 2 
Ltd had demonstrated that it could 
meet all the necessary 
requirements of UK, Welsh and 
European law, so it had no 
defensible grounds to refuse the 
permit. 

A spokesperson said: “We 
believe that public consultations 
on permit applications of this type 
are an important part of the 
process and, in this instance, we 
ran four separate consultations 
over a period of more than a year, 
lasting for a total of 29 weeks. 

“We are satisfied that we have 
provided ample opportunity for 
people to provide their input as 
the process has been lengthy and 
transparent. 

“Our experts have thoroughly 
scrutinised every aspect of the 
company’s application and 
considered all representations 
made to us. We have also 
accepted advice from other 
experts outside of the organisation 
on important issues such as 
people’s health and fire 
prevention. 

“We are confident that the 
company has all the right plans 
and processes in place to be able 
to operate this facility without 
damaging people’s health or the 
environment.”

Years of ‘food 
security’ 
have led to 


complacency 


E very day, 
millions of us 
flock to our 
local supermarkets 
for the weekly or 
top-up food shop, 
or drop into our 
local corner or 
village shop for that 
bottle of milk or 
loaf of bread we 
forgot to buy, and 
many of us will 
spare little thought 
for how all the food 
got there? 

We expect it to be 
there, in season or not, 
and we want to pay a 
‘fair’ price for it. 

Through our 
expectations of a secure 
food supply, we are 
relying on our farmers 
here in Wales, the UK 
and even farmers across 
the world, to provide 
just that. 

Eood security has 
become the norm in the 
Western World but the 
challenges farmers face 
are rarely at the front of 
people’s minds. 

Thinking about the 
dismption caused by the 
Second World War to 
European food 
production and 
distribution, the 
widespread starvation, 
and severe, often 
permanent, illness due to 
vitamin and mineral 
deficiencies, it seems 
clear that it is time to 
recognise that Welsh and 
UK agriculture have a 
cmcial part to play in the 
future to avoid such 
problems and that 
#EarmingMatters. 

The recognition of the 
need for viable 
agricultural sectors and 
stable supplies of 
affordable food led the 
UK Government to pass

the 1947 Agriculture 
Act, while on the 
Continent, the 1957 
Treaty of Rome defined 
objectives of a common 
European policy. 

However, the food 
security established by 
the 1947 Agriculture Act 
and the Common 
Agricultural Policy has 
led to significant 
complacency regarding 
the importance of 
agriculture in Wales and 
the UK, which has in 
turn led to increasing 
reliance on imported 
foodstuff. 

The importance of 
nurturing and supporting 
Welsh producers, and 
thereby protecting and 
improving domestic food 
security, must be a 
priority for any 
government, especially 
in light of Brexit. 

The EUW has long 
highlighted the 
importance of food 
security and how a food 
security strategy plan 
would give farmers 
confidence to develop 
their businesses, which 
in turn would support 
the development of rural 
areas. 

So the next time you 
pop into your local food 
shop, spare a thought for 
the hard working 
farmers who make sure 
that food is not a luxury 
and remember that 
#EarmingMatters!

MY name is Perla, I am 
Mexican, and I was born in 
the 1960s. I was fortunate 
that my parents were able to 
pay me a private university 
to study laws.

LOOKING BACK WITH BRIAN LEE 


MANY point-to-point racing enthusiasts in the Vale 
will remember the time the Glamorgan and Pentyrch 
hunts held their point-to-points at St Hilary near 
Cowbridge and where they could view the racing 
from a natural bank. 

In my book Racing Rogues - The Scams, Scandals and Gambles 
of Horse Racing in Wales (published by St David's Press at 
£14.99), I tell about one of the most controversial races that took 
place there back in 1975 when the Pentyrch Hunt staged an 
evening meeting. 

Cefn Cribwr farmer Dillwyn Thomas, a legend in hunt-racing 
circles, ran his homebred Prince Haven 11 in the maiden race and 
it was judged to have dead-heated with Mr A Taylor’s Swedish- 
bred Quip. However, many racegoers, incuding myself, were of 
the opinion that Prince Haven 11, partnered by Henry Blake, a 
best-selling author of books on communicating with horses, had 
won the race outright, and so did the bookmakers who had started 
to pay out over him. 

It is only fair to point out that the winning post was a long way 
from the spot where racegoers watched the races. However, more 


fuel was added to the fire when someone pointed out that far from 
being a maiden - a horse that has yet to win - Quip, an eight-year- 
old chestnut gelding, had won, among other races, the Danish St 
Leger as well as six other races on the flat in Scandanavia! 

In his previous point-to-point races. Quip had started at odds of 
33-1 or more but on this occasion it had been well backed at odds 
of around 6-1 or 7-1, most unusual seeing as it had failed to finish 
in its three previous races, twice being pulled-up when tailed off, 
and once running off the racecourse. 

Weatherbys, in their far-sighted vision, ruled that those wins in 
Scandaniva did not render Quip ineligible for maiden events, 
explaining that a winner of a flat race, or National Hunt flat race, 
was permitted to run as a ‘maiden’ in a point-to-point 
steeplechase. 

There was another controversial maiden race at St Hilary the 
following year, 1976, when a massive gamble was landed at the 
Glamorgan Hunt fixture and the story is featured in my book.

Porthcawl Sea Cadets

Local volunteers rallied to the 
cause and a store extension was 
added, and the unit renamed TS St 
David. That unit did not have 
fixed heating, or hot water and 
toilet facilities. This remains the 
case today, after successfully 
operating for over 60 years. 

Chairman Mike Clarke said: 
“Despite meeting in what was to 
be a temporary building for many 
years, the unit is thriving with 
healthy membership and notable 
successes in training and 
competition. 

“There is an opportunity for the 
unit to be permanently housed in 


The Maritime Centre which is to 
be constructed adjacent to the 
harbour, where cadets will finally 
have the facilities they have 
needed for so long. We hope to see 
cadets old and new at the reunion, 
to share memories and look to the 
future of the unit together.” 

The unit building will open 
from 3pm to 5pm, for visitors to 
tour the building one last time, 
culminating in a buffet reunion at 
the Hi Tide Inn from 6pm.

Quality encounter deserves to 
be remembered for more than 

the TMO row Report by Philip Irwin 



I suspect that every Welsh reporter 
tasked with writing about the 
Twickenham game had a similar 
headline and intro planned. 

The headline would be something along the lines 
of Fast Eddie is too clever by half. 

Then it would continue: Eddie Jones’ attempt to 
psych out fly-half Rhys Patched blew up in his face 
as the Scarlets NolO had an outstanding game as 
Wales upset the English apple cart. 

Sadly, from the Welsh point of view, it didn’t pan 
out that way. That’s not to say that it went to plan 
for Eddie, either. Patchell didn’t have the storming 
game he had the previous week against Scotland, 
but that was to be expected against a fierce English 
defensive unit. 

He came out of the game with credit, but he 
wasn’t the master play-maker either. It’s not always 
what you do that matters, it’s how it turns out, 

A good example came in the 20th minute. Wales 
were trailing 12-0 but were on the attack in the 
England 22, when referee Jerome Garces gave 
Wales a penalty advantage. This gave Patchell a 
free shot and his clever chip into the comer was 
kneed over the line by Steff Evans and then it was a 
race to ground the ball between Gareth Anscombe 
and Anthony Watson. 

The footage has been watched a hundred times 
now by most viewers, and it is surprising to see the 
number of English pundits who thought Anscombe 
got the vital touch. 

The opinion that counted, of course, was that of 
New Zealand TMO Glenn Newman, who will now 
become an unforgettable villain in Welsh rugby 
folk lore - alongside Max Boyce’s blind Irish 
referee. 

Actually, I had forgotten the name of that Irish 
referee, so perhaps there is hope for Glenn 
Newman. {To save GEM readers from having to 
Google him, it was John West!) 

The point of all this, of course, is that a ‘yes’ 
from the TMO would have taken all the pressure 
off Patchell, and things could have worked out 
better for him. 

As it was, he was replaced on 56 minutes, with 
Anscombe moving to fly-half, George North taking 
the right wing spot, and Josh Adams moving to full 


back. Anscombe and North both made a case for 
starting in the next game. 

Even though the game is likely to be 
remembered for the TMO decision, it didn’t decide 
it. A try would have needed to be converted from 
the corner, and Patchell kicked the three point 
penalty, so we are talking about a two or four point 
differential, early in the game on the 20-minute 
mark. 

In terms of conclusive moments, it falls a long 
way short of Johnny Sexton’s drop goal in Paris. 

Personally, I would be happy for this game to be 
remembered for Sam Underhill’s tackle. He looks a 
rather cartoonish figure, with huge biceps like 
Popeye after his spinach, but he is fast and smart 
too. 

His sprint to the corner to chase down Scott 
Williams was breath-taking, and the strength in his 
right arm that enabled him to drag the aquaplaning 
Wales centre into touch with him was quite 
remarkable. 

Clive Woodward called it “a try 99 times out of 
100” - which was a touch more generous than 
Jonathan Davies’ comment that Williams should 
have given an inside pass to George North! 

So, having talked about the big talking points, 
let’s make a belated start at the very beginning. 
Wales enjoyed a very positive first three minutes 
after Anthony Watson fielded the opening kick off 
and obligingly spilled it in contact. 

However, England scored from their first attack 
and it came from one area of the game where 
England would be dominant - using the high ball. 
Danny Care put up a kick, and Patchell and Watson 
went up for it. However, Watson didn’t try to catch 
it, going for the knock back instead and it worked 
perfectly. 

The result was that it went quickly out to Owen 
Earrell - the player Wales most wanted to keep out 
of the game, and he instantaneously assessed the 
situation, spotted Wales right wing Josh Adams out 
of position and sent an almost-perfect kick to the 
comer. 

Perfect would have been six inches over the try 
line, so six inches short was pretty damn good, and 
Jormy May gathered it cleanly and slid over. 

Earrell missed the conversion but 10 minutes 
later he was the creator again. England were

pressing hard close to the Welsh line and he nearly 
made the line himself. When the ball was recycled 
he was back on his feet to demonstrate his 
coolness, his passing ability and his toughness. 

As he sent a long pass out to Joe Launchbury, he 
knew he was opening himself up to a hit, and a 
Welsh defender totally wiped him out (I’ve looked 
a few times but haven’t seen an angle that 
identified the Welsh tackier, although it felt like a 
Moriarty hit). 

It mattered not, because by the time Launchbury 
had off-loaded inside for the prowling May to go 
over for his second, Earrell was back on his feet to 
kick the conversion. 

It says much about Wales that they didn't let that 
early 12-0 deficit panic them. The rain and greasy 
ball obviously inhibited the new Welsh off-loading 
style, but the team still managed some remarkable 
handling over the course of the 80 minutes. 

At the end of the game, the possession and 
territory stats showed things to be pretty equal. 
Certainly, Wales probably had the better of the line- 
out - often an area of weakness - and the scrum 
was also solid. You get the feeling that Wales can 
compete with any side, and we have also, as a 
result of the string of injuries we have suffered, 
realised that we have more depth than we thought. 

In the back row, Shingler and Navidi looked a 
more effective pair than Robshaw and Lawes, while 
Moriarty kept the pacy Simmonds quiet, until the 
England No 8 went off injured, to be replaced by 
that man Underhill. 

Shingler, in particular, had the crowd gasping 
with a 40-yard break when, presumably, he lost 
contact with the supporting Gareth Davies and 
kicked ahead, when retaining possession might 
have been better. Unsurprisingly, it was Owen 
Earrell who was back to regain possession for 
England. 

Looking back at my notes. I'm a touch surprised 
by the apparent equality of the possession game. 
Too often, the phrase ‘five minutes of heavy 
England pressure’ appears. 

It felt like a game that Wales could have won, 
but it was a game, on reflection, that England 
deserved to win.

Man of the match went to Mike Brown, aided 
and abetted by the Welsh kick and chase, which far 
too frequently failed to get anyone close to the 
England full back as he took a succession of good 
catches. 

Brown’s hard to like on the rugby field, always 
snapping and snarling and I can’t say he deserved 
the man of the match award - Launchbury or 
Earrell would have been far better choices. 

So, Eddie Jones got the result he wanted, but just 
why did he raise the temperature by putting the 
spotlight on Patchell? Why did he come up with the 
attack on Alun Wyn Jones, claiming the Welsh 
captain “disrespected” referees? 

My view is that he felt Gatland was winning the 
mind games. The Welsh coach scored a point with 
his casual remark that “England will play the same 
team with Jonathan Joseph coming in at outside 
centre”. 

I can’t help feeling that Eddie doesn't like to be 
thought predictable, and hence went looking for 
something to throw back at Wales. The mind games 
are usually fun, but this time I think they went too 
far. 

In fact, to judge by his mood after the game, you 
would think Eddie had lost, as he railed at “the 
media” for being constant critics of Mike Brown. 

How many weeks or months have to pass, I 
wonder, for distinguished former players and 
coaches to move from being rugby legends to just 
part of ‘the media’? 

It is still a fascinating Six Nations, and it is 
going to be a big Saturday on Eebruary 24, when 
Wales go to DuWin and England go to Scotland. 

Over the next two weeks, the Scots will be 
working themselves into a frenzy before they take 
on the old enemy while, hopefully, Eddie will be 
regaining his normal good spirits! 

One final point. I’m sure we all hope that Sam 
Warburton’s sabbatical year puts all those aching 
joints back in tip top condition, but when the time 
does come to hang up his boots, he has proved he is 
a natural as an analyst. 

Which means, of course, that he will be a 
member of the dreaded ‘media’.
